Accustomed  to  exercises  of  thought,  shove  the  rc^,lon  of  fan¬ 
ciful  conceits,  they  are  at  once  disgusted  with  those  sped- 
meos  of  poetry,  which  set  truth,  pnibability,  and  reason  at 
defiance.  Such  persons  should  turn  their  attention  to  that 
wder  of  poetry  wliere  superior  thought  combines  with  corres¬ 
ponding  emotion,  where  imagination,  develniied  in  all  the 
grandenr  of  her  outspread  wings,  is  full  of  truth,  of  feeling, 
and  of  musk.  Such  poetry  is  the  Paradise  Lost.  The  au¬ 
thor  soars  in  the  highest  realms  of  thought.  He  dwells 
upon  olijects  deeerving  strongest  emotion ;  he  imagines  with 
a  vigor  Which  calls  things  that  are  not  as  though  they  were. 
He  develops  a  skill  of  invention,  which  reveals  gigantic 
thought;  he  ct-mmands  around  him  a  scenery  proportioned 
to  his  conceptions ;  and  in  all  the  oulbursting  of  his  strong 
imagination,  ho  reasons  still;  his  fictions  seem  like  truth, 
because  the  chain  of  reasoning  which  in  the  first  place  is  at¬ 
tached  to  a  few  acknowledged  facts,  ascends  with  unbroken 
links,  carrying  the  intelhtt,  the  heart,  the  whole  man  a  ong 
wi'hit. 

To  this  feature  of  the  greatest  of  all  poems,  is  to  a 
tributed  the  faet,  that  it  has  actually  given  imptessioos  re 
epecliiig  thos4  marvelous  scenes  of  ruined  ange  s,  w  ic  are 
scarcely  disUnguishable  from  those  made  by  rtve  ation  ttse  . 
This  [K)em  cannot  be  feit  in  all  i's  power,  without  deep  and 
protracud  study.  S.ich  study,  however,  will  be  nohly  «- 
wsrdetl.  He  that,  from  the  just  perusal  of  Milton,  in  his 
Paradise  Lost,  can  rise  with  feelings  of  contempt,  has  no 
lunger  any  pretensions  to  superiority  of  mind. 

The  high  order  of  poetry  is  cslculated  to  aiTord  aid  in  pro¬ 
found  intellet^ual  exercises,  because  of  its  suggestive  tenden¬ 
cies.  To  the  studious  and  vigorous  mind,  the  perusal  of  a 
powerful  work  is  not  less  beneficial  in  cotisequeacc  of  the 
thoughts  which  it  suggests,  than  of  those  which  it  actually 
supplies.  A  great  production  should  therefore  be  read  with 
pauses,  and  with  meditalions.  So.-nelimes,  in  order  to  im¬ 
bibe  its  general  impression,  it  may  be  well  to  pass  rapidly 
from  scene  to  scene,  uniil  the  work  is  completed,  that  w  e  may 
carry  through  it  the  freshness  of  all  the  accumulating  ardor, 
Yet  where  the  production  is  truly  great,  we  must  go  back  to 
linger  on  its  separate  parU;  exhausting  each  individually 
and  then  tracing  the  relations  which  they  sustain  t4»  each 
otlier,  until  the  8CO|)e,  beauty,  and  splendor  of  the  whole,  are 
all  in  possession  of  the  mind. 

Next  to  the  sacred  scriptures,  we  know  of  no  branch  of 
study  more  adapted  to  educate  the  whole  man,  than  the  high 
order  of  poetry,  of  which  we  may  reckon  the  Paradise  Lost  as 
the  grandest  specimen. 


Is  there  no  other  change  for  thee,  that  lurks 
Among  the  future  ages  1  Will  not  man 
Seek  out  strange  arts  to  wither  and  deform 
The  pleasant  landscape  which  thou  makest  green  1 
Or  shall  the  veins  that  feed  thy  constant  stream 
Be  choked  in  middle  earth,  and  flow  no  more 
Forever,  that  the  water-plants  along 
Thy  channel  iierisb,  and  the  bird  in  vain 
Alight  to  drinki  Haply  ahall  these  green  hills 
Sink,  with  the  lapse  of  years,  into  the  gulf 
Of  ocean  waters,  and  thy  source  be  lost 
Amidst  the  bitter  brined  Or  shall  they  rise

For  a  wild  holyd.ay,  have  quaintly  shaped 
Into  a  cup  the  folded  linden  leaf. 

And  dipped  thy  sliding  crystal.  From  the  wan 
Retoming,  the  plumed  soldier  liy  thy  side 
Has  sat,  and  mused  how  pleasant  ’twere  to  dwell 
In  such  a  spot,  and  be  as  free  as  thou. 

And  move  for  no  man’s  bidding  more.  At  eve. 

When  thou  wert  crimson  with  the  crimson  sky. 

Lovers  have  gazed  upon  thee,  and  have  thought 
Their  mingled  lives  should  flow  as  pracefully 
And  brightly  as  thy  waters.  Here  the  sege, 

Oaring  into  thy  self-replenished  depth. 

Has  seen  eternal  order  rircumacribe 
And  bind  the  motions  of  eternal  change.

MO.  II. 

Peculiariiitt  of  the  Hawaiian  Language.  By 
Lorrin  Andrews,  Principal  of  the  Mission 
Seminary,  Lohainaluna,  Maui 
Spectatoi,  Vcl.  I.  No.  4. 

For  this  essay  on  the  grammatical  structure  of 
the  Hawaiian  language,  the  learned  public  are 
nder  great  obligations  to  the  worthy  and  intelli¬ 
gent  author.  From  it  I  shall  attempt  to  deduce 
scientific  description  of  the  language. 

I.  PHONOLOGY. 

1.  It  is  a  remarkable  jieculiarity  of  this  language 
that  the  simple  sounds  developed  therein  amount 
only  to  twelve,  viz :  five  vowels,  a,  e,  i,  o,  tt,  and 
seven  consonants,  h,  k,  I,  m,  n,  p,  w.  Probably  no 
language  has  fewer. 

2.  That  0  is  made  up  of  a  and  tt,  as  in  the  IndO' 
European  languages,  is  evident  from  the  fact  that 
o  akea  is  sometimes  written  o  wakea. 

3.  The  several  vowel  sounds,  however,  by  com 
biniog  with  themselves  or  with  the  other  vowel 
sounds,  give  rise  to  25  diphthongs. 

4.  That  other  simple  sounds  have  been  introdu 
ced  for  the  expression  of  foreign  words,  follows  of 
course. 

II.  EUPHONY. 

Several  very  important  euphoni.:  principles  have 
guided  in  the  iormation  of  this  language. 

1.  Every  syllable  ends  with  a  vowel  or  diphthong 
In  this  it  resembles  the  Chinese. 

2.  Every  consonant  is  followed  immediately  by 
a  vowel  or  diphthong.  Hence  the  missionaries  for 
Mark  write  Mareko,  and  for  Andrew,  Anedera 
This  is  somewhat  analogous  to  the  insertion  of  the 
Shewas  in  Hebrew. 

3.  Whole  syllables,  and  even  words,  may  be 
made  up  enti/ely  of  vowels.  In  this  piedomicance 
of  vowels  the  Hawaiian  ftr  exceeds  the  Italian. 

O  ving  to  this  uniformity  of  syllabication,  and  to 
the  vowels  frequently  coming  together  without 
forming  diphthongs,  the  language  appears  to  fo¬ 
reigners  monotonous  and  guttural. 

HI.  NATURAL  SIONIFICaNCY  OF  THE  SOUNDS. 

There  is  one  physical  principle  in  the  origin 
language  more  fully  developed  in  Hawaii.tn  than 
perhaps  in  any  other  language,  to  wit,  the  repetition 
of  a  word  or  of  a  part  of  a  word  to  denote  repetition 
intensity,  or  some  kindred  idea.  Thus :  a  ki, 


2.  In  arranging  the  letters  of  the  alphabet,  the  i 
rowels  have  been  placed  first,  a,  e,  t,  o,  u ;  then 
the  consonants.  A,  k,  I,  m,  n,  p,  V) ;  lastly  the  let¬ 
ters  to  express  foreign  sounds,  6,  d,  f  g,  r,  «,  /,  m 

This  arrangement  is  unobjectionable. 

3.  The  names  given  to  the  letters  by  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  are  somewhat  arbitrary,  thus :  he,  la,  nu, 

ro.  I  would  recommend  an  uniform  notation : 
ha,  ka,  la,  ma,  &c.  My  reasons  for  employing  a 
are  the  following:  (1)  a  is  the  simplest  and  leading 
vowel  sound  in  the  Indo-European  languages;  (2) 
has  been  adopted  f^r  this  purpose  in  Sanscrit, 
perhaps  the  most  ancient  of  these  languages ;  (3) 
has  been  adopted  in  Hawaiian  for  analogous 
purposes,  as  Nazareta  for  Nazareth.  Z. 
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bite  in  two,  a  ki-a  ki,  to  bite  in  two  repeatedly  ; 
u  na,  to  send,  u  na-u  na,  to  send  on  repeated  er¬ 
rands  ;  e-ha,  painful,  e  ha-e-ha,  intensely  painful ; 
t  lo,  a  worm,  i  lo-i  lo,  full  of  w'orms.  So  from  the 
radical  word  lawe  comes  the  reduplicate  forms, 
lalawe,  lawewe,  lawelsiwe,  lalalawe,  with  various 
shades  of  meaniug.  Compare  the  Pul  conjugation 
and  other  reduplicate  forms  in  Hebrew. 

IV.  PARTS  OF  SPEECH. 

1.  There  are  articles  in  Hawaiian,  both  definite 
and  indefinite.  Some  are  restricted  to  the  singular, 
and  others  to  the  plural  number.  They  are  not 
inflected. 

2.  The  personal  pronouns  have  distinct  forms  for 
the  singular,  dual,  and  plural,  la  the  first  person 
there  is  a  dual  and  plural  exclusive,  and  a  dual  and 
plural  inclusive  of  the  person  or  persons  addressed. 

In  other  respects  their  declension  is  more  regular 
than  in  most  languages. 

3.  There  are  interrogative,  but  no  relative  pro¬ 
nouns  in  Hawaiian.  This  shows,  that  in  other 
languages  the  relative  pronouns  are  probably  derived 
from  the  interrogative,  and  not  the  interrogative 
from  the  relative. 

4.  As  the  HawaiiaB  ear  cannot  distinguish  be¬ 
tween  k  and  t,  the  correlation  between  k,  the  inter¬ 
rogative  and  rrlative  element,  and  t,  the  demonstra¬ 
tive  element,  cannot  exist  in  this  language.  But 
several  of  the  articles  and  of  the  demonstrative 
pronouns  commence  with  k. 

5.  The  parts  of  speech  are  not  kept  distinct,  that 
is,  the  same  word  may  be  a  noun,  adjective,  verb, 
or  adverb,  according  to  its  place  in  a  sentence. 

V.  CHARACTER  OF  THK  ROOTS. 

The  radical  words  are  mostly  dissyllabic,  as  in 
Hebrew.  ‘Whether  they  can  in  any  way  be  reduced 
to  monosyllables  as  in  Hebrew,  cannot  be  deter-] 
mined  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge.  | 

VI.  FORMATION  OF  WORDS.  I 

Words  are  formed  from  each  other  by  means  of 
prefixes,  suffixes,  and  repetition.  The  same  word 
difiTerently  intonated  often  has  a  distinct  meaning. 
VII.  COMPOSITION. 

This  is  carried  to  a  great  extent,  both  in  common 
and  in  proper  names. 

Vltl.  INFLECTION. 

This  language  can  hardly  be  said  to  possess  any 
inflection. 

1.  In  nouns,  gender  is  expressed  by  adding  terms 
equivalent  to  male  or  female,  sometimes  by  distinct 
words.  Number  is  expressed  by  prefixes  employed 
as  signs  of  the  dual  or  plural.  Cases  are  expressed 
by  prepositions. 

2.  Pronouns  are  not  varied  to  express  gender. 
Number  is  expressed  by  distinct  words.  Cases  are 
exDiessed  as  in  nouns. 

3.  Adjectives  are  not  varied  to  express  gender, 
number,  or  case 

4.  Adjectives  are  compared  by  means  of  auxiliary 
particles. 

5.  Verbs  are  not  varied  to  express  gender,  number 
or  person.  Modes  and  tenses  are  expressed  by 
auxiliary  particles.  The  passive  voice  is  expressed 
by  a  peculiar  termination  ia,  and  secondary  verbs 
are  formed  from  the  primary  verb  by  repeating  a 
part  or  the  whole  of  the  primitive;  but  this  pro 
perly  belongs  to  the  formation  and  not  to  the  in¬ 
flection  of  words. 

The  cases,  however,  as  expressed  by  prepositions, 
have  a  remarkable  accordance  with  those  in  the 
Indo-European  languages. 

IX.  SYNTAX. 

As  there  is  little  ot  no  inflection  in  this  language, 
nueb  depends  on  the  collocation  of  words. 

1.  Demonstratives  are  placed  before  nouns. 

2.  Adjectives  are  placed  after  nouns;  adverbs 
after  verbs.  In  this,  the  Hawaiian  is  more  consist¬ 
ent  than  our  own  language. 

3.  The  subject  or  nominative  is  placed  alter  the 
verb. 

X.  VERSIFICATION. 

On  this  subject  our  means  do  not  allow  us  to  say 
anything. 

XI.  ORTHOGRAPHY. 

As  the  7  consonants  combined  with  the  5  vowels 
and  25  diphthongs,  severally  make  only  210  possi¬ 
ble  syllables,  it  is  probable  that  the  Hawaiians,  if 
left  to  themselves,  would  have  invented  a  syllabary. 
Foitnnately  however  for  them,  alphabetical  writing 
has  been  introduced  by  the  American  missionaries, 
which  evidently  has  great  advantages  over  the 
other  mode  of  writing. 

1.  The  Roman  letters  have  been  adopted  as  far 
as  necessary,  with  their  most  usual  sounds.

TO  THE  THINKER. 

Sir — I  send  you  herewith  a  copy  of  an  epistle 
which  I  had  occasion  to  write  lately  to  an  intelli¬ 
gent  and  pious  young  lady — a  niece  of  mine — Miss 
Amelia  Hepewell.  From  her  earliest  childhood 
she  has  discovered  a  kind  and  confiding  disposition, 
and  a  sanguine  tempeiament — I  might  even  say,  a 
romantic  turn  of  mind.  Her  father  being  in  easy 
circumstances,  and  the  family  circle*— a  most  de¬ 
lightful  one — having  been  not  only  preserved  from 
the  inroads  of  death,  but  blessed  with  almost  uu 
interrupted  health,  she  has  known  but  little,  as  yet, 
of  the  sorrows  of  life.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at, 
therefore,  that  she  looks  chiefly  on  the  bright  siue 
of  the  world,  and  very  seldom  distuibs  herself  with 
loomy  anticipations.  She  is  bow  affianced  to  a 
young  elergyman — a  very  worthy  man,  I  believe. 
Her  views  of  the  position  in  life  to  which  her  tnar- 
liag^  will  introduce  her,  are  in  many  respects  very 
just ;  and  she  is  sinceiely  desirous  of  exerting  a 
holy  influence,  both  in  her  own  family  and  in  the  1 
parish  where  the  providence  of  God  may  fix  her 
husband.  Still  I  have  been  somewhat  pained  to 
perceive  the  spirit  of  romance  mingling  itself  with 
her  expectations.

You  have  seen  a  pastor  in  the  pulpit, 
as  on  his  throne  ;  and  not  in  the  kitchen,  devising 
ways  and  means  with  his  wife  to  make  the  two 
ends  of  the  year  meet — a  sad  deficit  frightening 
them  the  while.  You  have  seen  him  in  the  sick 


tears  to  flow.  And  she  actually  prepares  a  gi\t- 1 
edged  common-place  book,  in  which  to  note  down 
the  most  striking  of  them.

She  soon  begins 
to  learn  that  ministers  are  not  quite  perfect.  Mr. 
Aimright  has  some  faults  as  well  as  other  men,  and 
some  she  did  not  once  dream  of.  He  is,  absolutely, 
o  human  being.  And  as  for  her  religious  advan¬ 
tages,  she  soon  finds  that  every  family  in  the 
parish  has  a  pastor  but  hers.  The  greater  part 
of  his  time  Mr.  Aimright  must  give  to  his  study 
and  out-do'>r  work  ;  and  when  he  is  with  his  own 
family,  he  is  often  so  jaded  by  many  labors,  that  he 
is  abjut  as  edi  ying  as  an  autoiLaton — opening  bis 
lips  almost  mechanically,  and  without  life.  As  to 
Mrs.  Aimrighl’s  pastoral  duties  and  dignities,  she

At  length  he  receives  a  call  to  settle, 
lor  five  hundred  dollars  a-year,  where  it  ought  to 
cost  him  more  than  that  to  live;  but  having  been 
long  unsettled,  concludes  logo  there — family, debts, 
and  all.  There  he  labors  beyond  measure— bron¬ 
chitis  comes  on  —  consumption  ensues — and  he 
leaves  his  wife  and  children  to  the  mercy  of  a  mer¬ 
ciless  world. 

This  is  my  picture— hastily  drawn,  but  true  to 
life.  It  is  too  dark,  you  will  say.  I  admit  that  all 
the  ills  I  have  portrayed  are  seldom  combined  in 
any  one  case.  Some  of  thenri,  however,  you  will 
doubtless  encounter — time  only  can  show  how 
many.  It  is  well  for  you  to  losk  on  the  worst,  as 
u  ell  as  the  best  that  may  happen.  Thus  will  you 
repress  extravagant  hopes,  and  he  better  prepared 
for  whatever  trials  await  you.  Do  not  understand 
me,  however,  as  designing  to  disparage  the  minis¬ 
try.  It  is,  in  most  cases,  very  far  from  being  bereft, 
of  earthly  comforts.  But  even  when  exercised  amid 
all  the  difficulties  and  discouragements  I  have  spo¬ 
ken  of,  it  is  a  blessed,  glorious  work.  I  only  desire 
that  you  should  discard  vain  imaginations,  and 
think  soberly  of  it,  and  as  you  ought  lo  think.  Thus 
will  you  become,  in  the  fullest  sense,  a  helpmate  to 
the  worthy  man  you  ate  engaged  to;  and  have 
cause  for  gratitude,  at  last,  that  your  lot  has  been 
linked  with  his.

doubt,  and  wiping  away  the  tears  of  the  mourner;

Let  me  draw  a  picture :  I  will  try  to  make  it  a 
likeness.  Angelina  is  an  amiable  young  lady,  ar 
dently  devoted  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  accus- 
tamed  to  think  the  ministry  the  noblest  of  all  em 
ployments,  and  ministers  the  noblest  of  all  men.  A 
young  clergyman  solicits  her  hand.  He  is  tiuly 
pious  ;  aud  as  she  has  seen  him  chiefly  at  the  prayer 
meeting  or  in  the  pulpit — before  the  guarded  hour 
of  courtship,  at  least — she  thinks  him  a  great  deal 
more  pious  than  he  is.  He  is  thought  to  be  prom 


And — speaking  of  tea — they  do  say  that  Mrs.  Aim- 
right  uses  a  great  deal  in  her  family.  Mr.  Trade- 
well  says  he  sells  more  to  the  ministei’s  family  than 
any  other  in  town.
